He r 
has invented. the great dou- eal 
ble qimlet twist Super Cou- 
pler. It is anticipated to be 
used in high quality receivers 
of the future to mix the in- 
coming rf signal with the lo-  }f 
cal oscillator (LO) to produce 
the IF signal, as in the dia- 
gram. 


In this design passive mixing 
occurs due to the non-linear 
inductive characteristics of the loop materials, and 
importantly in that the three loops are physically 
linked. However, this system will never work. Why? 
Hint - Look closely at the diagram.

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PRB-1 News 


In one of the most favorable 
PRB-1 court rulings in years, a 
New York amateur has won a 
three-year battle to erect a tower 
on his property. The US District 
Court for the Northern District of 
New York has ordered the Sara- 
toga Springs Planning Board to 
grant Randall J. Palmer, 
N2NVH, a special use permit for 
a 44-foot antenna support struc- 
ture. PRB-1 is the limited federal 
pre-emption that requires locali- 
ties to reasonably accommodate 
Amateur Radio communication. 


New Style IRCs 


On 1st January 2002, a com- 
pletely new style of IRC will be 
introduced. This new type of 
IRC will be larger than those 
presently in circulation and will 
remain valid until 31st Decem- 
ber 2006. The name of the 
country of origin will be printed 
on these coupons as a matter of 
course. Also printed on them, 
amongst other things, will be a 
standardized UPU bar code 
containing the 

ISO code of the country and the 
date of printing. Each country's 
postal administration will have 
the option of printing the selling 
price on the coupon itself. 


The old style coupons will be 
withdrawn from sale on 31st De- 
cember 2001. Properly validated 
coupons will continue to ac- 
cepted for exchange for postage 
stamps until further notice from 
the UPU. 


2002 VISALIA CONVENTION NEWS 
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Novice Bands 


The ARRL Novice Spectrum Study 
Committee has recommended that 
the ARRL petition the FCC to elimi- 
nate the CW novice subbands and 
allow Novice and Technician with ele- 
ment 1 credit licensees to operate 
CW on the general 80, 40, 15 and 10 
meter cw allocations at up to 200 W 
output. The panel suggested recog- 
nizing portions of those bands for 
"slow CW operation" to aid new CW 
operators in enhancing their skills. 
The committee recommended refarm- 
ing the current Novice/Tech Plus sub- 
bands in part to allow expansion of 
the phone allocations on 80, 40 and 
15 meters. 


Accepted for Credit 
The DX desk at ARRL reports that: 


ZK1NCI (North Cook Island) is now 
being accepted for DXCC credit. 
Anyone who had this rejected during 
a past submission can contact 
DXCC at: dxcc@arrl.org for an up- 
date to his or her record. Or, it can 
be sent with the next submission for 
credit. (This operation occurred in 
January and February 2000)." 


Also, T5/DL8YR, Somalia from 1993 
has been approved for DXCC credit. 
If your card was part of a submission 
dated March 1, 1998 or before, the 
card must be sent along with your 
next application for approval. (This 
operation dates were from April 20, 
1993 to May 22, 1993). 


And finally, XU7AAR (Cambodia) is 
now being accepted for DXCC 
credit. Anyone who had this rejected 
during a past submission can con- 
tact DXCC at --- dxcc@arrl.org --- for 
an update to his or her record. Or, it 
can be sent with the next submission 
for credit. (This operation occurred

YA Rundown 


YA5T has been issued to Peter/ 
ON6TT, Matts/SM7PKK and 
Robert/S53R. The callsign may be 
used on all bands. Wayne Mills, 
N7NG/1, Manager of the Member- 
ship Service Dept for the ARRL, 
reports: "The DXCC Desk has re- 
ceived acceptable documentation 
for YA5T operated by ON6TT, 53R, 
SM7PKK or ON4WW. The docu- 
mentation is for QSOs made No- 
vember 20, 2001 and after. No 
other callsigns or operations have 
been approved as of this date." 


The team members all work for the 
United Nations World Food Pro- 
gram. Only Peter, ON6TT, is now in 
YA . The others will come in and 
out of YA as required by their or- 
ganization. So for the first couple of 
weeks or months, operations will 
operate after normal work duties. 
Peter is expected to be on the air in 
the evenings local time. At this mo- 
ment the equipment will be low 
power only, with limited antennas, 
restricting pileup operations to the 
main stream bands. 


Once the working conditions and 
security arrangements allow, the 
team will mount a much larger 
scale operation. The license has no 
time restriction, and allows the 
team to operate from anywhere in 
YA from 160m up to SHF, with 
power up to 500W..... The earlier 
operation of YA/ON6TT/M is not 
valid for DXCC.
